MOTION OF KENTUCKY UTILITIES COMPANY 
TO REOPEN AND MODIFY CERTIFICATE 

Kentucky Utilities Company ("KU"), for its Motion to Reopen and Modify the 

Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity ("Certificate") granted by the 

Commission in this case, states as follows: 

1. By Order dated July 24, 1992 (the "Final Order"), the Commission granted the 

Certificate sought by KU herein to construct a flue gas desulfurization system and 

associated scrubber retrofit facilities (the "Scrubber") to be constructed at KU's Ghent 

Generating Station in Carrollton, Kentucky and to be installed near unit number 1 of the 

Ghent Generating Station ("Ghent Unit 1"). KU requests that the Cpmmission reopen 

this case for the limited purpose of amending the Certificate to reflect that the ductwork 

to the Scrubber will be modified to allow the Scrubber to support unit number 2 of the 

Ghent Generating Station ("Ghent Unit 2") rather than Ghent Unit 1 as reflected in the 

January 2, 1992 Application of KU in this case. 

2. The Commission has previously reopened Certificate cases for the limited 

purpose of approving physical modifications to the certificated facilities. For example, 



in Case No. 98-173,' the Commission reopened a certificate case and closed it within a 

single Order on motion of the applicant to reflect a change in engineering design from 

that of the certificate previously granted. Similarly, in Case No. 96-008; the 

Com~nission opened a certificate case and closed it within a single Order on motion of 

the applicant to increase the height of the approved cellular tower. In Case No. 97-253; 

the Commission granted, in a single Order, a Motion to Reopen Case and Modify Order 

granting a certificate, when a cellular utility planned to physically modify the certificated 

tower to an additional height and to install a lightning rod. 

3. The modification requested herein consists solely of ductwork reconfiguration, 

and will reduce the costs of both construction and operation by shortening the length of 

total ductwork needed to connect Ghent Unit 1 and Ghent Unit 2 to their respective 

scrubbers. The attached drawing illustrates the difference between the current ductwork 

configuration and the modification to that configuration planned by KU. 

4. Although the Com~nission has previously issued certificates approving the

construction of scrubbers at all four generating units at the Ghent Generating station: the 

construction of these scrubbers is not yet complete, and, thus, Ghent Units 2, 3, and 4 do 

not yet have operational scrubbers. The physical proximity of the existing Scrubber 

certificated herein to Ghent Unit 2, as shown on the attached drawing, indicates that 

efficiencies would be achieved by routing the Ghent Unit 2 flue gas into the existing 

Scrubber and routing the Ghent Unit 1 flue gas through the new scrubber currently (and 

in name only) being constructed for Ghent Unit 2. 

5. KU's plan to reconfigure the ductwork as described herein is of longstanding. 

KU proposed in Case No. 2004-00426 the same configuration for which the modification 

is requested herein.5 The Commission Staff recently requested KU to provide 

information about this issue in Case No. 2006-00206.~ 

6. The modification requested herein will not alter in any way the purpose for 

which the Certificate in this case was granted (to reduce emissions in necessary 

compliance with Title IV of the Clean Air Act Amendments of 1990).~ Nor will the 

modification increase KU's operating expense. In fact, the modification will decrease the

2. Issue its Order approving the modification to the Certificate granted in this 

case as described herein.
